Belleville stove plants today when 
600 molders and foundry workers 
refused to report for work in pro- 
test against the refusal of the De- 
troit Regional War Labor Board 
to grant wage increases jointly re- 
quested by the union and the 
manufacturers’ association. 

Following a brief meeting of 
some 200 members of the AFL In- 
ternational Molders’ and Foundry 
‘Workers’ Union, Local 182, of 
which the molders and labors are 
members, officers of the union de- 
clined to comment, but several 
union members said, “We're going 
to stay out until the WLB grants 
our demands.” 

Edward Wolter, business agent 
for the union said some 800 other 
workers were thrown out of work 
by the walkout. 

Edward Kaufman, president of 
the Empire Stove Co. and chair- 
man of the Belleville Stove Manu- 
facturers’ Association, which is 
an affiliate of the Manufacturers’ 
Protective & Development Asso- 
ciation, the national organization 
of stove manufacturers, said the 
national organization and the in- 
ternational union agreed in De- 
cember, 1942, that no wage in- 
creases would be asked for a year. 

However, the AFL International 
Stove Mounters’ Union meanwhile 
requested wage increases. When

Yank Dead Lie on Blasted Beach 


Awaiting Burial in Common Grave 


By JOHN A. MOROSO III 

AN AMERICAN BEACHHEAD 
CEMETERY, France, June 9 (De- 
layed) (AP). — Stretched out On 


their backs with their pitifully few 
personal belongings ly:ng beside 
them on this bomb-blasted, shell- 
scorched bit of the Normandy 
beach lie the American dead—men 
and boys who paid the supreme 
price for wresting this strongly 
fortified position from the Nazis 
in a daring daylight amphibious 
assault, 

They lie here mutely waiting 
while troops dig long trenches for 
temporary mass burial. Nearby, 
also awaiting burial, are the bodies 
of 10 Germans and two Britons, 

Negro troops digging these com- 
mon graves labor silently with an 
occasional awed glance at the stiff 


| forms under the white covers that 
| had been thrown over them. 


This is America’s first cemetery 


‘in France in this war. It is nota 


pretentious place. A few days ago 
it was a German minefield sepa- 
rating the beach defenses from 
the rugged pill boxes and forts in 
a steep hill that rises a few hun- 
dred yards from the ugly, rock- 
strewn beaches, 

When the Americans swarmed 
onto the beaches through angry 
surf, German guns mowed them 
down. The cold greedy water of 
the wrathful channél, lashed by a 
three-day wind, clutched at some, 
sucking them down. 

This battle was so fierce that 
our grave registration officers had 


to spend most of their time in fox- 
holes. When the enemy retreated 
into the hills these officers gath- 
ered their weary men and began 
bringing bodies to this place— 
where the green grass is turned 
black from the fury of high ex- 
plosives. Another cemetery is 
being prepared nearby because 
this hallowed ground is too small. 


Among the tired, hollow-eyed 
‘men I found at work here were 
Capt. Harold B. Cornelison, San 
Angelo, Tex., chaplain, and two 
St. Louisans, Lt. Harold W. 
Wright and Sgt. Joseph Friedman. 
These men and their fellow work- 
ers gave the dead tender care. 
Their first job was to identify the 
fallen, get their personal belong- 
ings together and arrange tempor- 
ary burial. Some of the dead had 
no identification discs so their fin- 
gerprints were taken, 

Enemy snipers shot and killed 
some of the men collecting the 
dead. 

“There was slaughter on the 
beaches,” Friedman said. 


Lt. Wright, 24 years old, is the 
brother of Mrs. Dorothy Ferguson, 
3835 Sullivan avenue. He has been 
in the army two years and over- 
seas four months. Sgt. Friedman, 
26, is the son of Mrs. Sophie Fried- 
man, 1405 Blackstone avenue.

stream of bombs and lead into 
German defenses today in the 
greatest aerial blows to date sup- 
porting the invasion of France. 

More than 1400 Flying Fortresses 


and Liberators—the largest num- 
ber dispatched on a single mission 
—struck at 16 German alr fields 
and six bridges. Only seven bomb- 
ers and 14 fighters were reported 
missing from the mission on which 
17 enemy aircraft were shot down 
by the fighters. The big bombers 
were escorted by thick swarms of 
Lightnings, Thunderbolts and 
Mustangs. : 

About 10,000 sorties were flown 
by Allied planes during the day. 

Flying in fine weather, the Al- 
lied air forces by noon had run 
up more sorties than al] day yes- 
terday, when 7000 planes pounded 
the Germans from dawn on. 
Heavy, medium and light bomb- 
ers, fighter-bombers and fighters 
raced over the battlelines and far 
into France, bombing and straf- 
ing. 

Nazi Resistance Increases. 

American pilots encountered the 
strongest Luftwaffe resistance 
since the invasion began, Eighth 
Air Force headquarters announced 
tonight, but “pilots succeeded for 
the most part in carrying out 
their dive bombing and strafing 
missions behind German lines,” 

The new daylight blows followed 
attacks last night in which Royal 
Air Force bombers hammered 
four key rail centers in France 
and went to Berlin again. 

In addition to the Britain-based 
operations yesterday, more than 
1,000 American shuttle planes 
based in Russia and Italy joined 
in co-ordinated assaults against 
air fields near Galati and targets 
at Constanta and Giurgiu, all in 
Romania, and Smedorevo, in Yu- 
goslavia. 

New French Bases Used. 

A significant new point in to- 
day’s support campaign of the in- 
vasion in Normandy became ap- 
parent. Squadrons of R. A. F.

targets in rapid-fire order on calls

He disclosed that snipers in ac- 
tion in France have included wom- 
en and that some of them have 
been killed in the act of shooting 
at Allied. troops. 

The Japanese—regular soldiers, 
not merely observers—were fight- 
ing alongside their Axis partners, 
Montgomery said, and small num- 
bers of them have already been 
taken prisoner and others killed. 

Pleased With Americans, 

Outspokenly pleased with the 
feats of American troops, Mont- 
gomery.said the “beach where the 
landing of the Americans. took 
place east of the Carentan estu- 
ary was found being defended by 
a German division which was not 
a coastal division. It was a very 
good division and fought very 
well. German prisoners said the 
division had just been brought up 
frem behind to thicken the crust

Canadian Press Correspondent 
Ross Munro said Caen had not yet 
been captured, although “a consid- 
erable German force has been 
brought to battle and hit hard.” 
Another story dated Sunday said 
Allied troops had pressed within 
a few miles of Caen “after blast- 
ing the Germans out of the town” 
last Friday. This suggested the 
Nazis had pulled back at least the 
main part of their armored force 
from the city. 


American Gains, 

Supreme headquarters sald fur- 
ther gains were made around 
Montebourg on the souhteast ave- 
nue to Cherbourg, and reported 
“considerable progress” around 
Carentan. 

On Cherbourg peninsula, Ameri- 
can troops advancing westward 
from Ste. Mere Eglise had crossed 
the railroad leading to the port 
on a seven-mile front. 

Cerisy Forest was used as one 
of the greatest ammunition and 
fuel dumps in Western France by 
the Germans, and had repeatedly 
been bombed. 

Headquarters declared flatly 
that a ‘Nazi report of fighting for 
St. Lo itself was not true. St. Lo 
is 20 miles inland. 

The Germans said Carentan, 
whose floodgates control the main 
peninsular water defense system, 
was evacuated in order to continue 
a stand on ground less exposed to 
punishing fire of Allied naval guns. 

As for Caen, German broadcasts 
said that a British drive had 
reached nearly to Troarn, nine 
miles due east of the fortress city, 
and that Allied parachutists had 
landed south of Caen. British 
troops driving down west of Caen 
were threatening the other flank. 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel has 
mounted his fiercest armored 
counterattacks in this Caen sec- 
tor. -Berlin said major British for- 


ces were concentrating for a full- 


fledged assault on the town. 


Nazis Expect New Blow. 

The Germans said 300,000 to 
400,000 Allied soldiers already had 
been poured into the bridgehead 
and that, these represented only 
a third of the amphibious assault 
forces poised in Britain to ham- 
mer home attacks against the 
continent, 

“The bulk of the huge forces of 
the Twenty-first Amphibious 
Army group is still standing by 
to pounce on some important har- 
bor,” the German radio declared. 

The Germans said the Allies 
had crossed the Orne River estu- 
ary, ferrying over tanks and 
threatening Caen, which Marshal 
Erwin Rommel by his counter- 
attacks had made a testing point. 

The crossing of the estuary 
forced the Germans to evacuate 
two towns before the Allied on- 
slaught was checked near Troarn, 
by German account. A _ break- 
through here would link up in- 
fantry with parachute’ troops 
which the Nazis said had landed 
in the Troarn area earlier, 

British Casualties. 

Correspondent Ross Munro of 
the Canadian Press, writing today 
from the Caen sector, said the 
British and Canadians had taken, 
about 3200 prisoners since D-day, 
exclusive of the wounded. Cana- 
dian and British casualties cannot 
be given, he said, but they are 
“considerably less than the Ger- 
man losses.” 

Munro wrote that most enemy 
pockets of resistance have been 
cleaned up, with one notable ex- 
ception, and the sniper menace be- 
hind the front is practically elim- 
inated, 

Commenting on the swarms of 
Allied planes overhead today, Mun- 
ro said “it must have an extreme- 
ly demoralizing effect on the Ger- 
mans holding the Caen bulge.” 

Allied warships — among them 
the United States battleships Tex- 
as and Nevada and the cruisers 
Tuscaloosa and Quincy, and the 
British battleship Warspite — 


hurled tons of explosives miles in- 
land against German guns which 
still were able to subject the inva- 
sion beachhead to sporadic fire. 
The targets of the warships were 
principally the Nazis’ mobile guns, 
for by now virtually all fixed posi- 
tion defense batteries have been 
knocked out. 

The German radio said Allied 
pressure northward along the 
canal from Caen to the Bay of the 
Seine had increased this morning. 
It declared the Allies had thrown 
20 regular divisions and four to 
five air-borne divisions into their 
55-mile front. 

Despite German claims of E- 
boat attacks on a powerful Allied 
convoy guarded by cruisers as it 
was crossing, the western part of 
the Bay of the Seine, headquarters 
regarded the enemy's night E-boat 
action as on a diminished scale. 

It was pointed out, however, the 
fight against the torpedo sting of 
German small boats must be re- 
garded as a continuing battle, 
since the Germans have hundreds 
of them and so far have not dared 
to bring into the invasion zone 
anything larger than E-boats and 
destroyers. 

Yesterday Adm. Sir Bertram 
Ramsay, head of Allied naval 
forces visited the assault area on 
the British destroyer Kelvin, con- 
ferred with Rear Adm. Alan G. 
Kiril: and Rear Adm. Sir Philip 
Vian, and declared himself “every 
satisfied with developments and 
the progress made,” 

The German High Command 
said heavy losses were continu- 
ously being inflicted on Allied 
shipping in night attacks by mo- 
tor torpedo boats and reported 
the Luftwaffe and German navy 
sank three freighters and trans- 
port vessels totaling 37,000 tons 
and heavily damaged three other 
large vessels and a destroyer. E- 
boats were said to have scored 
two torpedo hits on an Allied 
cruiser formation. 


Americans Commended. 


Headquarters followed up mid- 
night communique No. 12 with an 
official tribute to American prog- 
ress yesterday on the beachhead’s 
right wing. It called the situa- 
tion “excellent—could not be bet- 
ter.” 

“Extremely good news,” head- 
quarters said of the American 
gains. 

Gains of five to six miles in- 
spired headquarters to proclaim: 
“The phase of securing the beach- 
head is néaring a successful] end.” 

It was indicated the strategy of 
Marshal Rommel and Marshal von 
Rundstedt, was to check and con- 
tain the Allied beachhead, rather 
than to throw everything into an 
effort to wipe it out. 

Trying hard to hold the railway 
junction of Valognes, four miles 
above Montebourg, the Germans 
battered at American. airborne 
troops who had crossed the rail- 
way west of Ste. Mere Eglise.. 
Headquarters said it was “very 
gratifying” that these Americans 
had stood their ground and that 
the Germans did not have the 
force to break their lines. 

The First and 29th Infantry Di- 
visions and the 82nd and 101st 
Airborne Divisions were in the 
van of the rolling American of- 
fensive. 

Sunday's progress, on the whole, 
was called the biggest and most 
gratifying of the campaign. It 
was said officially that the Ger- 
mans now would never be able to 
break the Allied foothold in 
France. 

Headquarters annonced that 
Brig.

This is exactly what was sought 
Thursday by counsel for large in- 
surance companies, charitable in- 
stitutions and others owning about 
18,500 of the 82,344% shares of 
M. R. P. preferred. They com- 
plained that they were entitled to 
cash in the dissolution, including 
a call premium of $15 per share. 

Even Exchange Proposed. 

It had been proposed by Union 
Electric to make an even ex- 
change, share for share, of Union 
Electric of Missouri 4% per cent 
preferred for the M. R, P. 6 per 
cent preferred.

FIREMEN S PENSION 
URDINANGE PASSED 


Aldermen Are Unanimous in 
Approving New. System 
for Fire Fighters. 


An ordinance establishing a new 
firemen’s pension system was 
unanimously passed today by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The new system, authorized by 
an enabling act of the 1943 Legis- 
lature, callg for larger contribu- 
tions from the city and from in- 
dividual firemen than are made 
under the present system. Esti- 
mated cost to the city, under the 
present pension plan, about $177,- 
000 a year, will be about $350,000 
a year at the outset for the new 
system becoming less as increased 
contributions of firemen continue. 
Under the new system, retire- 
ment will be voluntary at or after 
the age of 60, and compulsory at 
70. Retirement pay will be a min- 
imum of $50 a month, which is the 
present maximum, pensions 
creasing in ratio to service ex- 
ceeding 20 years.

DALLAS, June 12 (AP).—The 
Texas State Democratic Executive 
Committee by a vote of 37 to 6 
today refused to certify the names 
of Te Democratic presidential 
electors named at a pro-Roosevelt 
convention for printing on the 
July primary ballot. It also turned 
down the request of a group sup- 
porting President Roosevelt for a 
fourth term that the question of 
binding presidential electors to 
vote for the party nominee be 
placed on the primary ballot. 

The decisions mean an appeal 
to the State Supreme Court by the 
Roosevelt faction in an effort to 
obtain an order forcing the print- 
ing of the electors’ names on the 
primary ballot. 

Ruled Out of Order. 

George Butler, committee chair- 
man, ruled the elector resolution, 
offered by former Gov. James V. 
Allred, out of order, and Butler 
was sustained by the 37-6 vote. 

The action on the resolution, to 
bind elector§ to the party nominee 
was taken by the Resolutions 
Committee, which voted to také 
no action on the request. This 
killed the resolution which, under 
the rules, then could not be sub- 
mitted to the executive committee. 

Merritt Gibson, chairman of the 
Resolutions Committee, said that 
the question has been decided at 
the State convention, out of which 
the Roosevelt backers walked 
after losing two test votes. 

The State convention named an 
uninstructed delegation to the na- 
tional convention and instructed 
electors not to vote for the party

“The uninstructed convention 
actually voted to instruct its elec- 
tors to bolt if the national conven- 
tion did not follow its wishes.

Referring to reorganization of 
the Western Pacific, and the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Pa- 
cific railroad companies, the com- 
mittee said the rulings meant 
“that stockholders of both com- 
panies were eliminated from par-

ALLIES LAYING OPEN 


NAZI FLANK IN ITALY 


By MAJOR GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT

W 


HILE the great battle in France continues to develop, on the 
whole, favorably for the Allies, the German retreat in Italy 
continues. The remnants of the German Fourteenth Army are 


racing up the west coast in the direction of Florence and Leghorn. 
Contact appears to have been lost for the time being between our 
advance elements and the German rear guards, except for small de- 
laying detachments, Viterbo and Tuscania are in our hands and 
our advance continues at high speed. 


Perhaps the greatest signifi- 
eance of this Allied advance is 
not the towns that are being re- 
claimed or the speed of the Ger- 
man flight, but the facth that 
once more an Allied drive up the 
west coast is laying open the 
flank of the Germans farther in- 
land. The right flank of the 
German 10th Army, and _ its 
routes of supply and _ retreat 
through Terni and Rieti, are be- 
coming seriously exposed. 

The 10th Army has now been 
driven from Avezzano, midway on 
the road from Rome to Pescara, 
and Pescara itself is now in Allied 
hands. 

The Germans speak of a retreat 
“to the Southern slopes of the 
Gran Sasso” which is a mountain 
mass lying some 20 miles north of 
Avezzano. The Germans are re- 
ported to have evacuated Sul- 
mona, the most important rail- 
way junction in this part of Italy. 

On the whole, therefore, we may 
assume a German retreat well to 
the north of the Rome-Avezzano- 
Pescara road to be in full progress. 
It is a retreat which is endangered 
‘by the pressure of the Allied 
troops toward Terni and Rieti, 
but apparently it would be still 
more endangered by an Allied 
thrust up the Adriatic coast from 
Pescara, provided that the Allied 
strength in that sector is suf- 
ficient for the purpose—a point 
on which we are still without 
information. 

Thus we may conclude that the 
German 14th Army has for the 
moment made good its escape, 
though it is not yet out of danger; 
but the 10th Army is in serious 
difficulties and may yet face de- 
struction. 

It is too early to say definitely 
that the German armies in Italy 
are in course of destruction; but 
we can say that the five or six 
divisions of the 14th Army, even 
if they are not overtaken and 
forced to fight under unfavorable 
conditions, will hardly be in shape 
to undertake any serious opera- 
tions elsewhere for several 


months; and we can also say that | 


the 12 or 13 remaining divisions

It is, therefore, permissable to 
look ahead a little. Let us sup- 
pose that the Germans are able 
to save only a few fragments of 
their present forces, as now seems 
likely.

They must either 
reinforce Northern Italy with at 
least six or eight fresh divisions 
or they must content themselves 
with a defense of the Alpine 
passes.

But it is out of the question 
that the Allies should then leave 
the powerful, battle-hardened 
Fifth and Eighth Armies sitting 
idly in Italy. How can they best 
be used? To take them out of 
Italy by sea would demand a 
great amount of shipping. Some 
of them will have to watch the 
Germans in the northwest, toward 
the Brenner and the Yugoslav 
frontier; but it would seem very 
‘probable that the bulk of those 
troops might be used against the

ITALY MAY BE KEY 
TO OTHER FRONTS

HE Italian campaign, as the 
' Germans well know, is aimed 
| at securing airfields in the far 
north from which the _ Allied 
bombers can strike at the heart of 
the German communications to 
both western and eastern fronts. 
| Additionally, it is putting Gen. 
‘Sir Harold Alexander's forces 
steadily closer to possible jump- 
ing off places to open new battle 
zones, perhaps in the south of 
France or in the Balkans. 

The Italian campaign may. eas- 
ily prove the clew to the success 
|of the western and eastern fronts. 
Unless Marshall Albert Kesselring 
is ready to give up all of Italy and 
‘retreat into the Brenner Pass, he 
may be forced to call for help and 
any help he gets will have to be 
drawn from the strategic reserves 
now allocated to the western 
European and Russian fronts, If 
they are weakened in any way, 
the ground which they are now 
ready to defend may be broken 
suddenly and decisively. 

A breakthrough in the fullest 
sense of the word—a bursting of 
the defenses on a wide front ex- 
posing the whole organization of 
the German Army—could  con- 
vince the German general staff 
of the futility of further resis- 
tance. That happened on a com- 
‘paratively small scale in northern 
|Tunisia. It was totally unexpected 
there, but the events of that warm 
‘Summer day in May, 1943, may 
prove to be the forerunner of 
|what will happen one day inside 
of Hitler’s Europe.

UE to a last minute altered 
arrangement I didn’t arrive 
on the beachhead until the| 
morning after D-day after our, 
first wave assault troops had hit 
shore. 

By the time we got here the 
beaches had been taken and fight- 
ing moved a couple miles inland. 

All that remained on the beach 
was some sniper and artillery fire 
and the occasional startling blast 
of a mine geysering brown sand 
into the air. That plus the gigan- 
tic and pitiful litter of wreckage 
along miles of shore line. Sub- 
merged tanks and upturned boats 
and burned trucks and shell-shat- 
tered jeeps and sad little personal 
belongings are strewn all over on 
these bitter sands. 

That plus bodies of soldiers lying 
in rows of covered blankets, the 
toes of their shoes sticking up in 
line as though on drill. And other 
uncollected bodies still sprawling 
grotesquely in sand or half-hidden 
by high grass behind the beach. 


Weary Men Speed Work. 


That plus an intense grim de- 
termination of work-weary men to 
get the chaotic beach organized 
and get all the vital supplies and 
reinforcements moving rapidly 
over it from stacked-up_ ships 
standing in droves out to sea. 

Now that it is over it seems to 
me a pure miracle we ever took 
the beach at all. For some it was 
easy, but in this special sector 
where I now am our troops faced 
such odds that our getting the 
shore was like me whipping Joe 
Louis down to pulp. In this col- 
umn I want to tell you what open- 


ing the second front in this one 
sector entailed so you can know 
and appreciate and forever be 
humbly grateful to those both 
dead and alive who did it for you. 


Ashore facing us were more 


enemy troops than we had in our) 


assault waves. The advantages 
were all theirs; the disadvantages 
all ours. The Germans were dug 
into positions they had been work- 
ing on for months, Still they 
weren't yet all complete. 

A 100-foot bluff a couple of hun- 
dred yards back from the beach 
had great concrete gun emplace- 
ments built right into the hilltops. 
They opened to the sides instead 
front, thus making it very hard 
for naval fire from the sea to 
reach them. ‘They could shoot 
parallel with the beach and cover 
every foot of it for miles with ar- 
tillery fire. 

Then they had hidden machine- 
gun nests on the forward slopes 
with crossfire taking in every inch 
of the beach. These nests con- 
nected with networks of trenches 
so the German gunners could 
move about without exposing 
themselves. 

Throughout the length of beach 
running zigzag a couple hundred 
yards back from shoreline was an 
immense V-shaped ditch 15 feet 
deep. Nothing could cross it, not 
even men afoot until fills had been 
made. And in other places at the 
far ends of the beach where the 
ground was flatter, they had great 
concrete walls which had been 
blasted by naval gunfire or by 
hand-set explosives after we got 
ashore, 


Our only exits from the beach 
were several swails or valleys each | 
about 100 yards wide. The Ger-| 
mans made most of these fennel | 
like traps, literally sowing their 
bottom sides with buried mines, 
They contained, too, barbed-wire | 
entanglements with mines at-. 
tached to hidden ditches and ma- 
chine guns firing from slopes. 

That is what was on shore. But 
our men had to go through a maze | 
nearly “as deadly before they got 
ashore, Underwater obstacles 
were terrific.

The Germans had masses of those 
great six-pronged spiders made 
of railroad iron and _e standing 
shoulder high in places just be- 
neath the surface water for our 
landing craft to run into, 


Floating Mines. 

They also had huge logs buried 
in the sand, pointing upward and 
outward, their tops just below the 
water. Attached to’ these logs 
were mines. In addition to these 
obstacles they had floating mines 
in the beach waters, land mines 
buried in the sand beach and 
more mines in checkerboard rows 
in the tall grass beyond the sand. 

And ‘as I said before, the enemy 
had four men on shore for every 
thee men we had approaching 
the shore. And yet we got on, 

Beach landings are planned to 
a schedule set far ahead of time. 
That is no secret for they all 
have to be timed in order that 
everything will mesh and for the 
following waves of troops to be 
standing off the beach and ready 
to land at the right moment. As 
the landings are planned, some 
elements of the assault force 
break through quickly and push 
on inland and attack the most 
obvious enemy strongpoints. It 
usually is the plan for units to 
be inland, attacking gun positions 
from behind within minutes after 
the first men hit the beach. 

I’ve always been amazed at the 
speed called for in these plans. 
You'll have schedules calling for 
engineers to land at H-hour plus 
two minutes and service troops at 
H plus 30 and even for press cen- 
sors to land at H-hour plus 75 
minutes, but in this attack on a 
special portion of the beach where 
I am, the worst we had, §inci- 
dentally, the schedule didn’t hold. 
Our men simply could not get off 
the beach. They were utterly 
pinned down right at the water’s 
edge by an inhuman wall of fire 
from the bluff. Our first waves 
were on that beach for bours in- 
stead of'a few minutes before they 
could begin working inland, You 
can still see foxholes dug at the 
very water's edge out of the sand 
and small jumbled rocks that 
form parts of the beach. 


Death at Water’s Edge. 


Medical corps men attended 
wounded as best they could. Men 
were killed as they stepped out of 
landing craft. An officer whom 
I know vot a bullet right through 
his head just as the door of his 
landing craft let down, Some 
were drowned, 

The first crack In beach defense 
finally was accomplished by ter- 
rific and wonderful naval gunfire 
which knocked out the big em- 
placements. They tell epic stories 
of destroyers that ran right up 
into shallow water and had it out 
point blank with big guns in those 
concrete emplacements ashore, 

When the heavy fire stopped, 
our men were organized by their 
officers and pushed on inland, cir- 
cling machinegun nests and tak- 
ing them from the rear. As one 
officer said, the only way to take 
a beach is to face it and keep 
going. It is costly at first but 
it is the only way. If the men 
are pinned down on the beach, 
dug in and out of action, they 
might as well not be there at all. 

They hold up the waves behind 
them. Our men were pinned down 
for a while, but finally they stood 
up and went through and s0 we 
took that beach and accomplished 
our landing. We did it with every

For a Healthy Nation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This year thousands in the United 
States will die of tuberculosis and many 
will become permanent invalids ‘and 
charges upon the communities in which 
they live. 

Much of this great waste of human 
life could be prevented if these people 
could receive hospitalization in the early 
stages of the disease. After this war 
we will have the military camps, the 
necessary equipment and supplies as 
well as the trained personnel with which 
to isolate and treat the victims of tuber- 
culosis as well as all others suffering 
from highly contagious and infectious 
diseases. 


If we could prevent the razing and de- 
struction of our abandoned military 
camps after this war and use them for 
the purposes outlined here, we could 
save upward of 50,000 human lives an- 
nually at a minimum cost to the tax- 
payer. 

We have been spending $50,000,000 a 
year to eradicate the cattle tick and 
more millions for the control of hog 
cholera, while leaving the victims of our 
infectious and contagious diseases 
largely to the mercy of charity. It looks 
as if the life of a cow or a hog is of 
greater value than that of a human 
being. 

It is the opinion of this writer that if 
we can dip the cattle from Florida to 
the Rio Grande of Texas and examine 
the hog pens of the country, we can 
give the population a physical examina- 
tion at least twice each year and pro- 
vide isolation and treatment for those 
found to be the victims of a dangerous 
disease. 


We should make this a healthy nation, 
one worthy of the great sacrifices our 
young men and women are.making for 
us abroad.

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We Can Save Lives. 


What are “free ports”? They are temporary ref- 
ugee camps affording asylum for those who have 
fled the racist Nazi wrath or have been forced to 
hunger and homelessness by Nazi occupation. One 
of the biggest, yet least discussed, issues in the 
country today is whether or not the President 
will approve creation of free ports in time to 
save many anti-Fascists of Europe who are our 
friends. 


Mr. Roosevelt was not too specific on the issue 
in his cablegram to Robert Murphy outlining a 
plan for giving emergency shelter at Fort Ontario, 
N, Y., to refugees from Yugoslavia and Italy. Al- 
though he spoke of “real possibflities of saving 
human lives,” he made no mention of what we in- 
tend to do about the death-sentenced Jews in Bul- 
garia, Hungary and Germany itself, and other 
doomed beings in Axis Europe. 


These are some of the objections, voiced with 
an unbelievably inhuman iciness by those few 
Americans who have no feeling at all for the in- 
describable suffering of others at the hands of 
our enemies: 

Refugees brought in under the auspices of the 
War Refugee Board, outside the immigration laws, 
might stay on. 

Not enough of them can escape to make free 
ports worth the trouble of setting them up. 

Free ports should be established closer to Eu- 
rope, saving us the trouble of furnishing two-way 
passage. 

The President shouldn’t sponsor such a project 
60 close to election time. 

We are doing enough for Europe by fighting 
there. 

These are arguments distorted by the blindest 
ignorance and prejudice, and these are the an- 
swers to them: 

The asylum of a kind of warehouse for human- 
ity is little enough to offer those who face death 
as the alternative. There is nothing:in the free 
port idea that contemplates making the United 
States their permanent home. The proposal need 
not disturb our immigration laws, Those support- 
ing the plan consider provision for the return of 
refugees a part of it. 

The underground railway through which Ne- 
groes escaped from the South during our Civil 
War has its counterpart in Europe. Many per- 
sons would be able to escape if they had some 
place to escape to. Also, from time to time the 
Nazis have offered passage out of the country to 
Jewish children if other countries would make 
the necessary arrangements through the Red 
Cross and similar organizations. 

There should be free ports in Turkey, There 
well may be if the United States indicates, by 
its own humanitarian action, that the principle 
is indorsed here. However, there are few other 
countries that ean handle the temporary hous- 
ing and feeding problem as we can, 

There is plenty of passage room in returning 
supply ships to carry thousands of refugees. 

Since when does an election year decide wheth- 
er or not a man shall act as a humanitarian? 

We are not doing enough by simply fighting in 
Europe so long as it is within our power to save 
something from the wreckage of human lives. 

Not since the days of Genghis Khan and his 
Mongol hordes has war been waged, at home and 
away from home, as the Nazis wage it, setting out 
to debilitate whole nations and exterminate whole 
races with a lust for destruction and murder. If 
we are truly, by contrast, civilized, believing in 
the sanctity of human life, we have no choice 
except to shelter the victims of that lust. 

We house, feed and even pay Nazi prisoners. 
Can we do less for Nazi enemies? 
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A German woman was arrested for saying she 
had run faster than Rommel ran in Africa. This 
was an unwarranted aspersion. No one could 
run faster than Rommel ran in Africa. 
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Through Cherbourg: 1917-18 


In that other time, at the gray dawn, troop- 
ships stood off the vast harbor of Cherbourg. 
There were then no unfriendly guns ashore; in- 
stead, a joyous people who mixed tears with 
their smiles as they welcomed the Yanks, swing- 
ing and singing through the old city’s narrow 
streets, out toward the famed British rest camp. 

The crossing of the Channel was rough, as 
now. Coming from Southampton through the 
dark, the soldiers from America had slept but fit- 
fully on the crowded decks, On the trek to 
camp, under heavy pack and on empty stomach, 
there were no enemy snipers, no hostile planes 
overhead, for then our French and British allies 
held that coast open for our entry. 

In the picturesque countryside, perhaps near 
the points from which American heroes today are 
battling toward the city and its spacious docks, 
there was “rest” under British auspices; little 
circular-floored tents for 12, and marmalade for 
breakfast. 

If it is necessary today to approach Cherbourg 
from the land side and under the blistering fire 
of the Germans, it is possible to hope that soon 
the flow will be reversed, that again the great 
transports will move slowly through the harbor’s 
early morning mists to the unloading docks, and 
that brave, strong young men from St. Louis and 
Wichita will push inland toward Paris and Berlin.

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Oil Subsidy, Not Oil Inflation 


The price control extension bill, having been 
subjected to the Bankhead cotton amendment and 
other lethal changes in the Senate, is now being 
given over to similar indignities in the House, 
starting with an amendment by Disney of Okla- 
homa to increase the price of crude oil by 35 
cents a barrel, 

The battle over the price of crude oil has been 
fought out purely on the issue of whether the price 
line is to be held. On both sides of the question, 
it is agreed that an additional 35 cents a barrel 
for crude oil should be made available to pro- 
ducers as a means of keeping low-output wells 
in operation and returning abandoned wells to 
production. 

Secretary of the Interior Ickes has led the fight 
to accomplish this purpose by an outright in- 
crease in the price of crude oil. Stabilization 
Director Vinson has opposed this inflationary 
method, OPA has drawn up a subsidy proposal 
which would achieve the same desirable ends, 
but avoid the undesirable concomitant»of an out- 
right price rise. Its plan calls for a $50,000,000 
annual subsidy, which would amount to a pre- 
mium of 35 cents a barrel on crude oil—the 
Same amount as is now proposed in the House. 

Obviously, the oil price problem is exactly the 
sort of quandary for which the subsidy method 
is intended and for which it is the most perfectly 
adapted. The alternative, as Representative Mon- 
roney of Oklahoma says, would be a precedent to 
price increases in steel, electricity and other 
items.

There is even a prompt reaction within 
the states against schemes to “‘politicalize” 
the management, as evidenced by the op- 
position to Senator McKellar’s recent pa- 
tronage scheme, 


Not a Duplicate of TVA 


How much of the TVA practice could or 
should be applied in another region is a 
quite legitimate question, It needs to be 
noted that nobody is proposing adoption 
of the complete TVA pattern, 


On the electric power side of any new 
regional river development, the familiar 
contentions of the private power industry 
about “unfair competition” would be en- 
titled to full airing, though not necessarily 
full acceptance, 


Innumerable other points of argument 
are bound to arise as the discussion goés 
on. Looking to the future, however, there is 
not the slightest doubt that the Missouri 
River problem and others like it are going 
to be tackled. Flood control, the prevention 
of erosion, in some cases irrigation, in 
some cases navigation and, inevitably, the 
generation of by-product power will be part 
of tomorrow's picture. 

The real question is not whether but 
how. We may as well start facing up to it, 
and not in the spirit of finding reasons for 
not doing anything adequate but definitely 
in the spirit of finding ways for doing ade- 
quate things most wisely. 


SLOT MACHINE. SCANDAL 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


Two Plain Dealer reporters have uncov- 
ered information that a number of firms 
in Columbus are illegally engaged in various 
phases of the manufacture of slot machines 
at a time when war regulations prohibit 
the use of metal for such articles as lawn

Slot machines are bad enough in peace- 
time. Wherever the authorities permit them 
to operate, racketeers sooner or later take

But the manufacture of slot machines in 
wartime is an outrage which will offend 
all law-abiding citizens who are willing to 
put up with shortages to help the war ef- 
fort, but will be shocked at the disclosure 
that metal needed for the war has been 
diverted to make one-armed bandits.

Postwar Role for Gen. Giraud 
Is Possible, a Briton Writes 


“Giraud and the African Scene,” by G. Ward Price. 

(Macmillan Co., New York.) 

History, which is being made faster than 
books can be written and published, ap- 
pears to have by-passed Gen, Henri Giraud. 
Whether he will again be found in mid- 
current of world news or of French politics, 
no one can now predict,

months ago, but the record of it demands 
preservation, and the author, a special cor- 
respondent and editorial writer of the Lon- 
don Daily Mail, has made an effort at fair- 
ness, He suggests that as, after the Franco- 
Prussian War, “it was of advantage to 
France to have a Conservative statesman, 
Marshal MacMahon, at the head of the Gov- 
ernment,” Giraud may “exercise his Con. 
servative and traditionalist influence” on 
the national fortunes,

Of more interest at the moment, and 
worthy of a permanent place in the annals 
of military adventure, is the story of Gi- 
reaud’s military career and his escapes 
from the Germans in two wars. Winston 
Churchill, also an escape artist on occasion, 
called Giraud “that gallant warrior whom — 
no prison can hold.” The late Porfirio Diaz 
of Mexico, and the first Napoleon at Elba, 
are others whom their captors found diffi- 
culty in confining. 

The preliminaries to the Allied landing 
in Africa, and the Darlan episode, are told 
at length in the book. Relating the sum- 
mary execution of Adm, Darlan’s assassin, 
the author cites suspicions of certain 
Frenchmen, but expresses no personal opin- 
ion except to suggest the likelihood that 
Darlan’s death may rank in French his- 
tory with the mysteries of the Man in the 
Iron Mask and of the lost Dauphin.

“Conceivably the Federal Gov-

ance plans. 

“The rapid increase in the num- 
bers of those who are insured 
against hospital costs, medical 
costs, accidental injury and sick- 
ness is evidence that the Ameri- 
can people still desire to express 
their own independence and pro- 
vide more care for themselves.” 

The total number of Americans 
now receiving some sort of volun- 
tary, prepaid medical protection is 
estimated at nearly 40 million.

F CREAM puffs are properly 

made and baked as we described 

last week, the’ result will be 
hollow golden shells without a wet, 
doughy lining. To put in a filling 
such as we recommend today re- 
quires that the puff be split half 
way open to get the filling in with- 
out smearing the outside. Open up 
the split puff just enough to allow 
space to spoon in the creamy mix- 
ture, but do not lift off the top 
completely. Press gently back into 
place and then sift the confection- 
er’s sugar over sparingly — just 
enough to hide the opening. 


Strawberry Filled Cream Puffs. 


Eight medium cream puff shells, 
split or cut in half; two cups 
sugar; two tablespoons corn 
starch; three tablespoons flour; 
one egg, beaten; one-half teaspoon 
salt; one tablespoon butter; one 
pint sliced strawberries; powdered 
sugar. 

Heat one and one-half cups of 
the milk and the gugar to a boil. 
Blend corn starch and flour with 
remaining milk, add egg and salt. 
Slowly pour into boiling mixture, 
stirring constantly. Cook over low 
heat till mixture bubbles and 
thickens, about one minute. Add 
,butter, stir until melted. Cool mix- 
ture, stirring occasionally. Fold in 
berries, then fill puffs. Sprinkle 
puffs with powdered sugar. Eight 
servings.

Corporal Punishment 
By Angelo Patri 


ECAUSE of the excitement 
B aroused by the unusual spread 

of delinquency, there is a trend 
toward corporal punishment of 
children. I am against it. Never 
in all the years of my experience 
have I known it to do anything for 
a Child save to enrage and embit- 
ter him, 

What I mean, and what most 
people, I believe, mean by corporal 
punishment is a whipping, a beat- 
ing. With that I have néither pa- 
tience nor understanding. I can see 
that it may be necessary now and 
again, very seldom, to slap a small 
child who is bent on doing some- 
thing that may injure him or an- 
other. A smart slap on his seat 
will check him and do him no 
hurt.. But that is not the sort of 
child, nor the sort of treatment 
that is meant by the usual term 
corporal ‘punishment. 


The children who are sentenced 
to such punishment are usually 
those in early adolescence. They 
can be very troublesome, most an- 
noying, even dangerous, in’ their 
behavior at times. But beating 
them will not help then to think in 
clearer terms, to judge more cor- 
rectly and to act more intelligent- 
ly. Intelligent action is what we 
want him to express and a beating 
does not stimulate his intelligence, 
Quite the contrary. 

These children fall into two 
great groups, roughly distributed. 
In one set are the intelligent but 
immature children and in the 
other the unintelligent and  per- 
manently immature. The intelli- 
gent children need the right kind 


of occupation, wise and kindly lead- 
ership, to develop normally and 
happily. They need no beating. 
The other group need specialized 
care, specialized instruction, Some 
of them can be trained in the ordi- 
nary schools provided special ar- 
rangements are made for their in- 
struction. The usual courses under 
the usual teachers are not for 
them. Any effort'to force them to 
accept the usual school routine 
will confirm them in delinquency. 
That is happening daily. 


The lower section of these chil- 
dren need home _ schools where 
they will be studied, where they 
will have care and training they 
can benefit under for 24 hours a 
day, for a lifetime if necessary. 
We must stop feeding helpless chil- 
dren into a society where they 
cannat fit, and keep them happy 
and make them useful in a spe- 
cialized environment. These need 
no beatings. They need love, un- 
derstanding, training, such as the 
Vineland Training School of New 
Jersey gives its children. 

To beat a child is to announce 
oneself helpless in the face of a 
teaching problem; a failure in a 
position of trust. 


To do away with needless stoop- 
ing and stretching. when you reach 
down to open cupboard doors, re- 
arrange the knobs. Move the 
knobs on the upper cabinet doors 
close to the bottom so you will 
not have to stretch and move 
those on the lower cabinet doors 
close to the top to eliminate stoop- 
ing.

LET US CONSIDER some of the 
features of it. We start out with 
a little roly-poly ball of human 
flesh with its arms and legs very 
short and its head and abdomen 
very big. The bones begin to 
grow and the form begins to 
mould, the chest grows faster 
than the abdomen and both grow 
faster than the head. Then at 
adolescence it shoots up with great 
speed and looks as if it were go- 
ing to be all out of proportion and 
then the bones ossify and when 
the process is all finished it is 
seen that a kind of plan has been 
carried out. 

Consider how exact certain pro- 
portions are. The span of the 
adult is exactly the same as his 
height. In other words, the dis- 
tance between your finger tips 
with the arms stretched straight 
out from the body is the same as 
the distance between your heels 
on the floor and the top of your 
head. You are divided into two 
equal halves from the floor up, 
the distance between your heels 
and the meeting of the pelvic bone 
in the center of your body being 
exactly the same as the distance 
between the pelvic bone and the 
top of your head. A tape measure 
put around your head, chest and 
abdomen should show proportions 
of about 7-12, 11-12 and 9-12 re- 
spectively.

New Swim Suits Are Gay But Practical 


Sweaters and Jumpers to Protect Bathers From Sun Popular This Year.

CANTINESS of beach attire 
S shouldn’t cause a single mur- 

mur of protest this summer 
because fashions which mark the 
wearer as “barely dressed” are 
accepted in the most citified cir- 
cles. Bare backs and bare arms 
(in addition to bare legs) are seen 
so frequently in offices, on the 
streets and in popular meeting 
places that Old Lady Grundy 
would have difficulty keeping up 
with the culprits if she endeav- 
ored to chastise everyone violat- 
ing the once-imposed blue laws 
applying to exposures. 

With barely dressed themes the 
smart ones of the summer, the 
bathing suit designers no longer 
have stressed the brevity of beach 
togs as a style feature. Realizing 
that they have some new compe- 
tition in exposures from the de- 
signers of street clothes they have 
introduced some different fea- 
tures to make swim togs attrac- 
tive and sales-impelling. 

By way of contrast with street 
clothes, there’s a new fad for cov- 
erage in beach attire, It isn’t ap- 
parent in the styling of the swim 
suits themselves because bra tops, 
bar midriffs and brief shorts are 
still the vogue but it is seen in the 
popularity of novelty sweaters and 
jumpers which are pulled over 
suits when the wearer is out of 
the water. Little cottons made of 
cotton materials also are the fash- 


fon, created more to protect the 
swimmer from the rays of the 
sun than to illustrate a trend to- 
ward greater modesty. 

The change in style of the suits 
concerns elaboration rather than 
silhouette or cut of the garments. 
Looking. about at the swankiest 
types which have made their ap- 
pearance since the current swim 
season was launched one sees a 
new fussiness that hasn't been in 
evidence since the days when suits 
were made for lounging instead 
of actual swimming. Little-girl 
ruffles with lace edging adorn 
many of the suits. Others display 
embroidered beading with ribbons 


similar evidences of dressy ac- 
cents. 

Judging by the elaborate details 
which distinguish this year’s crop 
of swim suits, they are influenced 
by the tendency toward luxurious- 
ness which is apparent in all 
leisure-time apparel. The serious 
schedules which most women 
maintain during their working 
hours prompt them to look for 
“escape” themes when leisure time 
comes. Work clothes are inclined 
to be severe in their tailoring (re- 
gardiess of low necklines and 
sleevelessness) so play togs are 
likely to contrast by being ex- 
tremely elaborate.

sketched from St. Louis retail col- 


lections are illustrative of the 
trend. All are made of cotton 
fabrics and are extremely prac- 
tical although their designs and 
decorations give them a frou-frou 
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appearance. At left is a red and 
blue plaid gingham suit which 
boasts a frilly apron over its flar- 
ing skirt.

Made of white 
waffle pique this suit displays ap- 
pliques of large roses.

tient in the hospital to the recon- 
ditioning period, was playing the 
piano and the boys joined in 
heartily in some well-known songs, 
songs.

I am told that civilians 
find it hard to obtain foodstuffs 
and materiale of adl kinda; tex- 
tiles and leather are practically 
impossible to acquire. We have 
long been told that Chinese and 
Japanese soldiers are trained to 
fight on a handful of rice a day, 
but I doubt if we really think 
much about what that would mean 
to us as applied to the whole pop- 
ulation. As I sat and looked at 
the gentleman, I thought how far 
away China seems, even now when 
she is our ally and so hard pressed 
by her enemy.
